EOGRAPHICAL LOCATION, plus historical events, shape com- 
munities into what they are and into what they will become. 
To this, one should add that the destiny of a territory is de- 
termined, not only by its geographical position but, in a much more 
vital way, by the character of its inhabitants, their will and way of life. 
Austria is a good example of this, as is manifested in the curve of 
events and life there in the past 50 years. 


Let us cast a quick glance back into the not too far distant past when 
Austria was the nucleus of an empire comprising 55 million people 
of 14 different nationalities and covering an area of 677,000 square 
kilometres. Then it will be possible to see that industry and craftsman- 
ship in that other Austria, had been highly developed and that it 
would be wrong to suppose that the country’s success in the years 
following 1945 was due to improvisation and not developed from past 
experience. The Austro-Hungarian Empire formed, in fact, an 
ideally balanced economic unit, with a harmony of agriculture, 
industry and natural resources. It is nevertheless a fact that the eco- 
nomic structure of earlier days tended to turn inwards and was, to a 
great extent, self-sufficient. At the same time, the Empire played its 
appropriate role in the political life of Europe. What is often over- 
looked is the fact that the old Austria was, long ago, progressive in 
its social policies. 

The new Austria of the First Republic of 1918, was compelled to 
face a completely different situation, geographically as well as in the 
economic structure of the country. All that remained of the great 
empire of the past, with its balanced economy, was the rump — Austria, 
which alone must shape its new present and future. 

_ Now again, it was the experience and inherent qualities of the people 
of the country which made it possible for them to adapt themselves 
quickly to the building of a new road on which to go forward. It is 
understandable that, in the first instance, the country directed its 
thoughts to the finding of outlets, towards its neighbours — the new 
ones as well as the old. Its new relations were closest with, and its 
activities most intense in countries on its south-eastern and western 
borders, i.e., in those countries and territories on which the Austrian 
economic life was naturally concentrated. Geography is not only

location but also geology and the nature of a country’s soil which lend 
possibilities of exploitation. It is therefore not surprising that, in the 
years following 1945, such opportunities — the very same as existed 
and were employed before 1938 — were again intensively exploited, 
with the only difference that with the easier rhythm of the earlier 
period, the exploitation had not been as total as was done later.

Nevertheless, results, even in the middle thirties, were so satisfac- 
tory that there was a timé when the Austrian currency was so con- 
solidated and well covered by its reserves, performance and capacity, 
that it was spoken of as an ‘Alpine Dollar.’ (Mention should be made. 
here of the Austrian philosopher, Count Coudenhove-Calergi, who, 
after the First World War, made it his aim in life to bring about a. 
United Europe, his final target being the establishment of a genuine 
community, without frontiers and without limitation of movement. 
He worked for many years to foster development in this direction, 
but as the nationalist forces of Europe grew stronger, so much more.

The continuity of Austrian history was broken, for the second time, 
in the years 1938-1945. When Austria again reached independence in 
1945, a completely new life began for her which, at first, appeared not 
only difficult but almost hopeless. Only loans and credit, as the 
material substances, made it possible to commence reconstruction’ 
of the remnants of the lost years, but then again it would not have been

possible to meet success by aid alone, had not the people themselves 
had the strong will and determination for work and reconstruction 
and under conditions which could hardly have been worse. Austria, 
which by itself had never been in a state of war with other countries, 
suffered military occupation. The necessary commodities of life were 
insufficient for a long time, but despite this, work went on, capacities 
grew and recovery was reached comparatively quickly. The progress 
made in steel output, as shown in the following figures, is but a single 
example:

It was Great Britain, following the Second World War, that got to 
grips with the idea initiated by the Austrian Graf Coudenhove- 
Calergi after the First World War, for a great United Europe — but only 
on the economic side — called The European Free Trade Area — 
which Austria had long recognized, and this idea was wholeheartedly 
pursued in Austria. In spite of long-standing connections with neigh- 
bouring countries, a few of the more powerful Austrian industrialists 
began exporting also to overseas and other markets. As competition 
in these countries became keener, Austria proved that she was capable 
of meeting it and holding her own. In general, however, the tendency 
continued to follow the easier course of supplying the domestic market 
and the markets of neighbouring states, and with it the regrettable 
fact that the British market, for all its great importance, was sadly 
neglected for a long time. Contributory to this state of affairs were the 
British import restrictions then in force. ‘The Austrian exporter was 

by the complications and barriers these restrictions 


It had eventually to be recognised that the hope of a great united 
European Free Trade Area could not be fulfilled in the near future. 
In its place came the division of Europe into two groups — the Com- 
mon Market on the one hand and EFTA on the other ~ a partition

which it is hoped by all will be only temporary. This new situation 
brought with it great problems for Austria, due to the economic 
links which she had with countries in each of these groups. Let us take 
a few figures, which speak for themselves, on the traditional trade of 
Austria with the Common Market and with EFTA countries.

And yet, in view of Austria’s neutrality status, only one way was 
open to her — to join EF TA! This was regarded as the only possible 
union; the union which would eventually succeed, en bloc, in avoiding 
discrimination and in finding a way of meeting the Common Market 
Group. This latter hope was Austria’s main consideration and aim, 
as clearly defined by her, on entering the Club of The Seven. Following 
her entry into EF TA, Austria’s economy received a completely new 
impetus to intensify its efforts in the British market. 

British industry had also, for many years, neglected the Austrian 
market, despite the unremitting efforts of the Commercial Department 
of the British Embassy in Vienna to stimulate greater interest in that 
market. It appeared insufficiently attractive; it was relatively small; 
there were, of course, a few import restrictions as well, and it was not, 
generally speaking, a traditional market. 

The sound buying capacity, which had been checked by different 
international experts, seemed undoubted, but was overlooked by the 
British because of commitments and old connections with so many 
other countries. But in spite of a reduction in tariffs, scarcely noticeable 
as yet (20 per cent. on July 1, 1960), it is remarkable how far, on the basis 
of the new situation and the expectation of further promised reductions, 
the development of British-Austrian trade in the last two years has 
continued to increase in output. 
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The figures for the last two years clearly show the development 
of trade in both directions:

The increased interest and intensified activity on the part of both 
Austrian and British, have already been mentioned. Noteworthy is the 
enormous increase in inquiries from both countries in the last two 
years or so concerning practical possibilities for trade. This has been 
especially marked since the generous liberalization by the Board of 
Trade through its ‘Notice to Importers No. 920 of November 1959’ 


As a result of this, no theoretical limitations remain to the expansion 
of Austria’s exports to the United Kingdom. Results achieved so far 
are gratifying but not materially sufficient to overcome the danger 
which arises from the loss of trade with the countries of the Common 
Market. 

There are, however, natural limitations concerning both possibilities. 
The Austria of today is a healthy body, able by tradition and ex- 
perience to offer everything which modern technique has to offer, just 
like any other technically highly developed country. Furthermore, it 
has a considerable number of special products, and some good ideas, 
adopted and developed with great success, as, for example, the L.D. 
steel process, invented and developed in its entirety through the com- 
bined efforts of two Austrian steel works. This process is used nowa- 
days everywhere in the world, including the United Kingdom, 
where a few of the important steel works have acquired the Austrian 
licence for this new method of production. 

Austria’s ability to compete is proved by her continuous and in- 


creasing volume of exports to all markets of the world, as the following 
figures show:

The Austrian market is also capable of absorbing still more British 
goods, as is clearly shown by the figures for the past two years, 
provided always that efforts from the British side are vigorous enough.

British producer is well aware of the competition from the existing 
traditional links, and of the high degree of efficiency of certain com- 
petitors in the Austrian market, the German and the Swiss, for example. 
It is therefore of the greatest importance that British export products 
conform to the highest standards of manufacture, that delivery dates 
be reasonable and, when given, maintained. 

At the same time excellent servicing possibilities and supplies of all 
mecessary spare parts must be provided and guaranteed. Only by 
these means will it be possible for new firms entering the Austrian 
market to gain the necessary confidence and goodwill, the requisite 
basis for every good relationship. 

Finally, the value of visits by business men in both directions 
cannot be too highly stressed.

From all of this arises not only the hope but the necessity to progress 
The tendency for British-Austrian trade to increase must not only 
continue, but every effort must be made to expand it. This must 
certainly be the aim of all those responsibly concerned, whether in an 
advisory, producing or exporting capacity. 

The final objective for Austria (solving all problems that would 
arise should the materialization be postponed too long) is that the 
group of the Seven must succeed in finding a way to the Six, thus 
reducing their numbers to a single unit. To succeed in this scheme of 
mathematics and to achieve the right sum — not Six and not Seven — 
but ONE, should be possible if both sides apply their best will to 
this end.

‘Tue IMPORTANCE of the work of the Export Credits Guarantee 
Department was stressed by Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board 
of ‘l'rade, when he spoke to the Stockport Luncheon Club on Friday, 
about his recent trip to South America and the opportunities for 
British exporters in that area. 

He said: ‘One of the most important things that the Government 
does for the British exporter is to provide insurance against his not 
getting paid. This is the job of E.C.G.D. Naturally there are grumbles

institutions. But a good rough test of the usefulness of an article is to 
see how many people buy it. At the beginning of December 1960 
the face value of E.C.G.D’s ‘commercial’ policies topped the £1,000 
million mark for the first time: the figure was £1,000-6 million. Just 
a year ago the corresponding figure was £884-5 million, and at the 
beginning of the financial year ten years ago, {367-4 million.’ 

Some exporters said that E.C.G.D. would not agree the credit terms 
necessary to get the business. In most cases E.C.G.D’s policy was 
determined by general economic policy rather than by any under- 
writing misgivings. There was a limit to what we in this country could 
afford to give in the way of credit, and the general policy was that 
E.C.G.D, should cover on the terms necessary to allow British 
exporters to compete on level terms with their overseas competitors, 
but without going beyond this and stimulating an international credit 
race by enabling exporters to ‘sell credit’; although we no longer 
regarded five years as the absolute limit, we had some reservations 
as to the circumstances in which we would match foreign competition 
in excess of this period. 

‘In any event,’ continued Mr. Erroll, ‘we seek to go along with the 
market rather than to lead it; and I do not think any responsible 
British exporter would wish to see us leading any worldwide lengthen- 
ing of credit. 

‘The difficulty is, of course, one of getting reliable information — 
and getting it in time — as to the credit being offered by competitors. 
Where large scale business covered by the foreign credit insurer is 
involved, E.C.G.D. can generally tackle the other insurer directly. 
In the case of smaller engineering contracts, we have sought to make 
life easier for the exporter by setting out certain formulae under which 
he can be assured of our agreement to his credit terms. But beyond 
these formulae we have to look to the exporter to contribute evidence 
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President Opens New London Hotel 


THE VALUE of the tourist industry in our overseas earnings was 
stressed by Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, 
when he opened the Carlton Tower Hotel, Cadogan Place, London, 
S.W.1, on January 4. 

He said: “The tourist industry makes a very important contribution 
to our total overseas earnings and I am happy to say that recent years 
have seen a remarkable increase. Expenditure by overseas tourists 
in 1960 in the United Kingdom was over £180 million when the 
number of visitors was nearly 20 per cent. up on 1959. I think there 
is every reason to hope that this increase will continue when we see 
the growing tendency of people with rising living standards to devote 
more of their money to international travel. The limiting factor will 
almost certainly be the amount of hotel accommodation available 
and that is why the completion of the Carlton Tower is of such 
importance. 

‘One of the great problems facing any businessman contemplating 
the construction of an hotel is the seasonal aspect of the hotel trade. 
I was very glad to hear of the progress that has been made in reducing 
seasonal fluctuations. In 1960, for example, as many American 
tourists came here in the six off-season months as we had welcomed 
in the six summer months of 1950. The number of American citizens 
coming to Eritain in October 1960 was 334 per cent. up on the figure 
for October 1959. Great credit should go to the British Travel and 
Holidays Association for their efforts to increase the number of 
off-season visitors and I hope the figures I have quoted will help 
to encourage the hotel industry as a whole to further expansion.’ 


He then went on to say that H.M. Government warmly welcomed 
the completion of this very important new hotel. The problems 
involved in its financing and its construction had certainly been 
formidable and he would like to congratulate all who had con- 
tributed to their solution. In particular he congratulated Edger 
Investments upon the determined way in which they had tackled the 
financial problems and McAlpine’s on their fine achievement in 
finishing the hotel some months ahead of schedule. 


He hoped that the success of this project would be an encourage- 
ment not only to the Hotel Corporation of America themselves but 
to other American enteiprises as well. It was our policy, he added, 
to do all we could to encourage American investment in this country 
and this was particularly true of a project like the Carlton Tower 
Hotel which would itself make a continuing contribution to our 
balance of payments.

‘E.C.G.D. has changed a lot in recent years, so it is important for 
exporters to keep up to date with its facilities. Not only has the cover 
been progressively improved, but it has been progressively cheapened. 
Statistics of the average rate for all business on up to six months 
credit demonstrate this. Five years ago the average short-term rate 
was 11s. 8d.; in the first half of the current financial year it was 8s. 6d. 
I think that to pare over 25 per cent. off the cost in five years, without 
detriment to the financial viability of the scheme, is a very considerable 
achievement.’ 


The Minister pointed out that E.C.G.D’s position as a Government 
Department had made it important that it should deal equally as 
between one exporter and another. The days were gone when the 
managerial and executive staff of E.C.G.D. could be transported 
even in a motor-coach, and this growth had involved increasing 
standardization of the covers. This was inevitable: but with it had 
come economies in operation. And it was by no means a question of 
having ‘the colour you like, provided it is black.’ E.C.G.D. would 
cover from date of contract or from date of shipment; anything from 
raw materials to capital goods; direct exports or non-competitive 
external merchanting trade; stockholding of goods abroad; sales from 
those stocks; sales to overseas subsidiaries; sales by overseas sub- 
sidiaries controlled from the United Kingdom; ‘invisible exports’ 
in the form of service contracts, royalty agreements, and the like. 
Wherever E.C.G.D. could find a validly insurable risk in exporting 
within the field of its terms of reference from Parliament, there was 
a form of E.C.G.D. cover available.

Minister of State Sees Deputation from 
Wolverhampton 


Mr. F. J. ERROLL, Minister of State, Board of Trade, received 
representatives of the Wolverhampton Chamber of Commerce on 
January 9. The deputation consisted of Mr. D. C. Jemmett, president 
of the Chamber, Mr. J. C. Milne, senior vice-president, Mr. A. J. 
Webster, chairman of the Chamber’s Overseas Committee, and Mr. 
C. J. Carder, its Secretary. 


The purpose of the meeting was to discuss ways in which the 
Government could help exporters. The deputation put forward a 
proposal for visits, with financial help from the Government, by 
representatives of the Chamber to selected markets overseas. They gave 
their views on the operation of anti-dumping legislation in the United 
Kingdom and other countries, on the treatment, for taxation purposes, 
of expenses incurred in business visits overseas, and on the way in 
which the different systems of taxation in other countries affected the 
ability of United Kingdom exporters to compete. 

The Minister of State said that he was anxious to consider any 
practicable measures to help to increase exports, and he promised 
that the points put forward by the delegation would be carefully 
considered. 


Parliamentary Secretary Visits Northumberland 


MR. NIALL MACPHERSON, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of 
Trade, visited the Northumberland County Council on January 6. 
He was touring the North East region to see something of the needs 
of the area and the facilities it offered new industries. 


A senior official of the County Council said: “We were extremely 
pleased to meet Mr. Macpherson and were able to impress on him the 
urgency of our problems and show him our plans for solving them.’ 


It was announced on December 20, 1960, that the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government had confirmed the compulsory 
purchase order for virtually the whole of the land forming the site of 
the proposed new town of North Killingworth. This town will 
contain many industrial sites as well as providing much needed 
housing accommodation. It is part of the County Council’s compre- 
hensive proposals to relieve congestion on Tyneside and to redevelop 
the declining Seaton Valley coal mining area. 


Trade Mission to Iraq 


THE HON. H. G. NELSON, Industrial Leader of the Advisory 
Council on Middle East Trade (ACMET), will take a small goodwill 
mission of businessmen to Iraq on February 1 for ten days. 

The party, which is sponsored jointly by ACMET and the 
Federation of British Industries, will include representatives of 
industrial and commercial interests prominent in United Kingdom 
trade with Iraq. Their names will be announced later. 


E.C.G.D. Loans to India and Pakistan 


AGREEMENTS have recently been signed for two loans of £5 million 
each by the United Kingdom to India and Pakistan respectively. 
In both cases the money will be used for the purchase of United 
Kingdom goods and services and they are repayable over 20 years.

Britain Makes £40m. Worth of Toys Annually, Exports £8m. 


ALTHOUGH the toys distributed to children at Christmas 1960 are 


almost forgotten by them now, for thousands of adults, toys are still 


the main topic of discussion. And they are likely to remain the subject 
of conversation for another six weeks or so. For as Harrogate today 
(Friday, January 13) says ‘goodbye’ to the last of the thousands of 
wholesalers who have thronged the corridors and rooms of five of the 
town’s hotels during the seven days International Toy Fair, manu- 
facturers are planning ahead for yet two more fairs — one in London 
on January 30, and the other at Nurnberg in February. 


But it is at Harrogate that the pattern is set. Three-quarters of the 
toys exhibited were British, but British importers also showed ranges 
from every toy-producing country, including the United States, 


. Czechoslovakia, China, France, Germany, Italy, Japan, Poland, 


Sweden, Switzerland and Soviet Russia. | 
This year, in the crowded, colourful, noisy showrooms of the 


‘hotels, emphasis seemed to be on toys with educational and character- 


building qualities, hygiene and safety, playthings reflecting scientific 


‘progress, and toys linked with popular television shows that are 


watched by the whole family. 


In a week of intensive buying and selling it is expected that figures 
will this year exceed those of the 1960 Fair when about £5 million 
worth of business was transacted. 

More than 350 exhibitors occupied about 200,000 square feet of 
space for this year’s International Fair and it was estimated that there 
were more than a quarter of a million exhibits. In fact a number of 
firms exhibited outside the official hotels, because there was no room 
available for them to display their wares adequately. 


On Monday Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of 


Trade, visited the exhibition afterwards speaking at the luncheon. 


The President said: 

"There is a growing competition from overseas toy manufacturers 
in a number of lines and particularly from Japan.’ He went on to say 
that this would surely cause some concern among British toy manu- 
facturers. So far as Japan was concerned there was a quota on the 
imports from that country which the British Government had 
increased. 

Some of the toys being imported into Britain would surely act as a 
stimulus to many British manufacturers. This importation of foreign 
toys would result in British manufacturers making a greater effort 
to produce even better toys not only for the home market but for 
competition in overseas territories. 


Mr. Maudling said he was confident that British toy manufacturers 
could compete with any other country in the world and thereby 
maintain the export record which they had established during the 
years. 

It was interesting to see how British toys maintained their quality 
‘and on his visits abroad it was gratifying to see how much British 
toys were in demand. ‘The industry made a big contribution to the 
British balance of payments. 


The value, quality and ingenuity shown by British manufacturers 
was a tremendous contribution to British industry. 


Mr. F. F. Partos, chairman of the Harrogate Toy Fair, said that the 
word Harrogate fascinated everybody where toys were known and 
at Harrogate the accent was on export. ‘You, Mr. President, as the 
super sales expert, can show us how to do it, and by your presence you 
inspire us to yet greater efforts.’ 


Mr. Partos went on: “The progress of the British toy trade, which is 
represented here by a very large proportion of those engaged in it, 
has been phenomenal, and in many categories of merchandise ~ if 
not in all — they need not fear any competition anywhere in the world, 
although a watchful eye is always necessary.’ 


The fair makes a vital contribution to the success of Britain’s toy 
trade, which produces about {40 million worth of toys annually and 
exports one-fifth of them. A third of the exhibitors come from the 
Industrial North and Midlands, several are from South Wales and 


Scotland. A study of the catalogue shows that the whole of Britain is 
represented. Inaugurated in 1950, it perpetuates a traditional toy 
fair held since Victorian times, beginning in Manchester and held 
ever since in the North of England. Overseas buyers who come to 
Harrogate from all countries make the fair a cosmopolitan toy-mart 
and invest it with a prestige once the prerogative of Continental fairs. 


It was also evident that plastics, especially ‘safe-play’ soft polythene, 
loomed more largely in playthings of all types, and the increase in 
motoring and modern highways has enhanced the vogue in miniature 
scale-model transport. Toy prices have in general remained stable 
or come down. From talks with manufacturers of dolls, it was obvious 
that there was a new world demand for British dolls which have 
acquired a very modernistic look. 


Nearly all of them reported good export business with buyers and 
agencies in a large number of overseas countries. 


Space precludes us mentioning more than a few of the exhibits 
seen at this year’s fair. 


The Lesney Products and Co. Ltd, showroom, presented their 
“Matchbox Series’ which included many new accessory and major 
packs, king size series, painting books and gift sets. They had the new 
‘Matchbox’ garage, and also new numbers in models of yesteryear. 
This firm is at present making up to one million Matchbox models a 
week, a large proportion of which is exported, in particular to the 
United States. 

Games, paints, puppets and a toy version of a well-known make of 
washing machine were included among the exhibits of Chad Valley 
Co. Ltd. A novel item was the ‘build-it-yourself’ bridge, crane, and 
roadway building set. With a powerful but safe battery-operated 
motor, and power unit combined with pulleys and cables, the struc- 
tures are mechanized — drawbridges raise and lower, powerful cranes 
pick up heavy loads, and lifts haul cars and passengers. 


Samples of what one can expect oh November 5 next were to be 
seen in the fireworks displayed by Oswald Bradley Ltd., who stated 
that 40 per cent. of their production output is exported to about 
12 overseas countries. The Rainbow Firework Co. Ltd. also had 
a very varied display of fireworks ranging from 2s. 6d. boxes to ones 
costing as much as {20 for a ‘Magnum’ selection. 


Television character merchandizing has made a big impact on the 
toy trade over the past few years. At this year’s fair it was even more 
to the fore. A new series of characters which made their debut were 
Huckleberry Hound, Yogi Bear-a huge working model grceted 
visitors to the fair at Harrogate Railway station — and other characters 
of this T.V. series. 


Among firms handling this type of merchandise were Berwick’s 
Toy Co. Ltd., Bell Toys & Games Ltd., Combex Ltd., Green Monk 
Products Ltd., Newfeld Ltd., Seamer Products (Sculptocraft) Ltd., 
Merrythought Ltd., Selcol Products Ltd., Toy Works Ltd., and 
Tartan Toys Ltd. The latter company also displayed ‘Dakkochan’ a 
winking, clinging inflatable doll, with a frilly skirt around the waist. 
A special department and staff have been set up to cope with the 
thousands of inquiries and orders from overseas countries as well as 
home territories. 


A new range of gift wraps, ribbons, tags, cards and seals was shown 
by P. P. Payne and Sons Ltd. 

A South Wales firm, The Mettoy Co. Ltd., showed a galaxy of 
toys for girls and boys - typewriters, guns and shooting games, 
model garages, scale model vehicles of all descriptions, washing 
machines, kitchen equipment, dolls houses, and the Mettoy Wembley 


playballs and footballs. This is yet another firm with large export 
sales. 


New names to the toy and gift trade are Atlas Craftoys and Craft- 
kits, produced by Atlas Handicrafts. 


What are claimed to be the lightest toys for their size ever put on 
the market were among the many new lines introduced by Merton 
‘Toys Ltd. Named ‘So-lite’ each of the toys stands 12 ins. high yet 
weighs only four ounces.

International Boat Show 


BOATING ALONG the coasts and inland waterways of Britain is 
a form of recreation which has gained immense popularity during 
the last ten years or so. The casual visitor to the International Boat 
Show at Earls Court, London, during the past nine days — the show 
closes tomorrow ~ must have been struck by the enthusiasm shown 
by the thousands of people who thronged the ground floor as well as 
the balcony of the hall making inquiries at the various stands, asking 
pertinent questions about various kinds of craft on display, and 
generally showing as much knowledge about sail as about boats 
powered by engines. 


This is the first year that the Show has been named International, 
and the addition of the Earls Court balcony made the 1961 exhibition 
nearly twice as big as last year’s display. To keep pace with the demand 
for space from exhibitors the exhibition was moved from Olympia 
to Earls Court for the 1960 show when there were a total of 362 
exhibitors. This year that number had increased to 480, and many 
firms who made applications for exhibition space had to be refused. 
Officials of the Show organised by the Ship and Boat Builders’ 
National Federation, and sponsored by the Daily Express, expect 
that last year’s record attendance of 320,000 people will be well 
beaten by the time the exhibition closes tomorrow night. 

Opening the exhibition on January 4, Mr. Reginald Maudling, 
President of the Board of Trade said that during the seven years 
that the show had been in existence it had gone from strength to 
strength. 


‘I am particularly glad to say this year it is an International 
Exhibition’ went on Mr. Maudling. “The more we see of the 
competing products of our friends abroad the more it puts us on our 
mettle, and the more opportunity it gives us to show that we here 
- oe make craft to compare with anything made throughout 

e world.’ 


The President said that whatever the size of the exhibition 
compared with other overseas exhibitions, and he had been told that 
it could claim to be the biggest in the world — ‘certainly as to range 
and quality of the exhibits’ - he was sure we could say that no one 
could rival what Britain could display. 


‘I want particularly to congratulate the Federation for what they 
have produced, and for the admirable job that has been done in 
recent years in extending to the British public the joys of boating 
and the opportunities there are for people in all walks of life to take 
pleasure in this particular sport.’ 


This year again, centre piece of the exhibition was the ‘harbour’ 
with its back-cloth of a Mediterranean setting, gaily coloured houses, 
shop fronts, and various kinds of craft floating on the water. Around 
the ‘harbour’ rails congregated hundreds of people to witness at the 
water’s edge professionals and apprentices at work building boats. 
For the do-it-yourself enthusiast it was a fascinating display. For 
the younger visitor, again at the harbour, there were underwater 
demonstrations by experts using aqua-lung equipment, and for the 
more technically minded there was a boating advice bureau headed 
by Uffa Fox. 


At the ‘harbour’ too, several times each day seventeen of Britain’s 
top models showed collections of clothes designed for wear ashore 
or afloat. 


On the various display stands there were some 760 boats ranging 
from the build-it-yourself ‘pram’ dinghy at a cost of about £10 up 
to the large deep-sea yacht, a large 17 tons auxiliary yawl, and a 
luxury 42 foot motor yacht powered by twin 126 h.p. diesel engines. 
Proof that pleasure boating is no longer a rich man’s sport, there 
were craft ‘ready to sail away’ costing up to £250. One firm dis- 
played a 10 feet folding runabout which packs into three bags, at a 
basic price of £98 15s., and is capable of high speed with an 18 h.p. 
outboard motor. Another exhibit was a jet propelled boat claimed 
to be the first to be produced in kit form in this country, and capable 
of speeds up to 45 m.p.h., costing under £400 including engine and 
jet unit.

The oldest type of vessel still in use has become something new 
in pleasure boating. Occupying one of the stands was a 24 ft. Chinese © 
junk, fitted out for leisure instead of work, and which had been 
shipped from a Hong Kong shipyard. She had two masts to carry: 
the characteristic full-battened Chinese sails, and carved on her 
hull was a ‘fire-breathing’ dragon. The junk is similar to that used 
by the Emperor Wu on the Wangpo 2,000 years ago.

Shown for the first time by Perkins Outboard Motors Ltd. was a 
40 h.p. de luxe outboard motor with a new downward directed 
silencing system. Tests have shown that engine noise has been cut 
down by approximately 30 per cent. by this new system. 


The specialist boat for the amateur that combines racing design 
with luxury comfort was shown for the first time by Dell Quay 
Yacht Yard Ltd., of Chichester, Sussex. 


How research is helping the yachtsman was the theme of the: 
British Ropes Ltd., Displays, some of them animated showed why 
yacht rigging deteriorates, and the steps that can be taken to prevent 
corrosion. Details and samples of man-made fibre ropes supplied 
by British Ropes and used on board ‘Gipsy Moth ILI’ and ‘Jester’ 
during the single handed Trans-Atlantic yacht race to America 
and also on their returp crossings were also on view on the stand...

10 in. high speed seagoing 
sports cruiser to the 7 ft. 6 in. Dinky rowing boat, each one being 
built by the Fairey technique of moulding wood veneer skins under — 
heat and pressure. 


Designed specially for Yachting World by Jack Holt, Britain’s 
successful designer of racing dinghies, was a new 30 ft. racing boat 
which was the latest of the long line of Yachting World build-her- 
yourself boats.

In the review of population developments greater attention has 
been given to the growth of Greater London and other conurbations.

New legislation dealing with conditions of work in offices and with the 
procedure for enforcing the terms of wage agreements is covered in 
the chapter on labour, while an enlarged section on human relations

December Provisional Indices Marginally Higher 


PROVISIONAL ESTIMATES for December, based upon the most 
recently notified prices, continue to show a slight increase in the 
general price levels of goods produced and materials purchased by 
manufacturing industry. In the case of manufactured goods, the 
increase, though small, is widely based but, for purchases of materials 
and fuel, more basic commodities showed a weakening of prices as 
compared with the previous month. 


As shown in Table 1, the December price index for basic materials 
and fuel used in manufacturing industry increased by 0-1 per cent. 
to 101-1 (1954 = 100) as compared with November. Fuel for industry 
showed a small fall in average prices, mainly due to the lower cost of 
industrial grades of coal. Among the basic materials used in production 
the principal increases were those shown for bacon factory pigs 
purchased by the food manufacturing industry, copper metal,

manganese ore imported hides and skins, raw cotton and 
hardwood. 

If the influence of the higher bacon pig prices is excluded, however, 
the small increases referred to for basic materials are more than 
outweighed by decreased prices of other non-food commodities. 
Raw rubber, vegetable oils and oil seeds and nuts were commodities 
which continued to decline in price and during December these 
were joined by other basic materials. In particular, raw wool and jute, 
zinc, lead, tin, flax and resin gum showed decreases in price since 
November. 

There was no change in the price index of materials and fuel used 
on mechanical engineering industries. In that sector, higher prices 
of copper and brass semis were balanced by lower costs of other

metals and rubber, but for the electrical engineering industries, the 
0-1 per cent. increase in the published index at Table 1 reflects the 
greater importance of copper in the fabrication of electrical products. 
In the textile industries lower prices of raw jute and cotton linters 
reduced the average price level of material purchases. Construction 
and house building materials, however, continued to rise in price 
under the influence of higher costs of building bricks. As shown in 
Table 3 (a), for instance, the price index of common fletton building 
bricks increased by 8 per cent. in December and these bricks are 
now 12 per cent. higher in price than a year ago. 

The December price index of sales of all manufactured products 
to the home market continued the gradual increase that took place 
throughout 1960. The provisional index at the end of last year, which 
may be revised upward when later information becomes available 
for certain quarterly price series, reached 113-8 (1954 = 100), an 
increase of 0-1 per cent. over the November estimate and nearly a 
2 per cent. rise as compared with December 1959. 


Contributing to the most recent increase were higher prices of food 
products, mainly bacon and bread; paper products, including wall-

Against these general increases in price were recorded a few decreases 
for certain joinery and glass products, synthetic resins, plastic mould- 
ings and metals.

(3) Commodity indices covering United Kingdom manufactures 
in. general relate to a ‘principal product’ (or a group of principal 
products) of an industry as defined in the Census of Production; the 
weights used in compiling the indices include the value of sales of 
the principal products of an industry by undertakings classified to 
other Census industries.

Retail Sales Decline in November 


FINAL CALCULATIONS for November show that total retail sales 
declined. There was quieter trading in those sectors of trade, notably 
clothing and footwear, that had previously been offsetting the con- 
tinued decline of sales in the durable goods sector. 


‘The seasonally adjusted index of the value of total sales was 109 
for November, as against 112 for October and an average of 111 for 
the third quarter. In relation to a year earlier, the increase in the value 
of sales was rather more than 1 per cent. (but less than the provisional 
estimate which, rounded to a whole number, was 2 per cent.), which 
compares with increases of 3 per cent. in October and 4 per.cent. in 
the third quarter. The trend of the volume of sales showed a further 
downward movement. Prices in November (for the retail trade statistics 
coverage) are estimated to have shown a small increase on a year earlier,

Durebie Goods Sliope 


The fall in sales by durable goods shops was almost identical both 
in total and by type of shop and method of trading to that in October. 
The decrease on a year earlier in total sales was the same in November 
as in the two previous months (12 per cent.), and each of the two main 
categories of shop within the durable goods sector showed a similar 
trend. Furniture shops’ sales which have not been so sharply affected 
by hire-purchase restrictions, showed a decrease on a year earlier 
of 9 per cent. in November as against 8 per cent. in both September 
and October; and sales by ‘other durable goods shops’* were 16 or 
17 per cent. down in each of the three months. Prices of durable 
goods in November, as in October, were probably between 1 and 2 
per cent. higher than a year earlier, so that the decline in the volume 
of sales continued to be greater than the fall in turnover. 


Clothing and Footwear Shops 


Sales by clothing and footwear shops in November showed a much 
srnaller increase over a year earlier than in most earlier months of the 
year, although this was largely due to a sharp upward movement of

sales in November 1959. Sales by clothing and footwear shops as a 
whole were only 3 per cent. higher than a year earlier, against increases 
of 13 to 14 per cent. in September and October and an average 
increase of 9 per cent. for the first 10 months of the year; each of the 
three major kinds of business similarly showed smaller increases. 
Footwear shops’ sales in November were up on a_ year earlier by 
only 5 per cent., compared with an average January-October increase 
of 11 per cent. ; and sales by both men’s wear shops and women’s wear 
shops were 2 or 3 per cent. higher in November as against average 
January-October increases of 9 per cent. Prices of clothing and footwear 
as a whole in November continued to be between 1 and 2 per cené. 
higher than a year earlier. 


Food Shops 
Sales by food shops in November were 3 per cent. higher than a 


year earlier, the same increase as in October and the third quarter. 
Food prices in November were, however, rather lower than a year 
earlier, after showing little change in October, so that in those two

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HIRE PURCHASE and other credit instalments outstanding to 
household goods shops and finance houses at the end of November 
were {3 million less than a month earlier. The fall took place in the 
debt owed to finance houses, which totalled £620 million at the end 
of November. The instalments outstanding to household goods 
shops remained unchanged at £322 million. The decline in the 
combined total since August, when the first downturn occurred after 
the slackening rate of increase following the end-April restrictions, 
amounts to an average of about f5 million a month. 
This contrasts with a monthly average rise of £25 million in the 
period free from restrictions from November 1958 to April 1960.

comprise electricity and gas showrooms, co-operative societies, 
department stores and multiple and independent retailers. Clothing 
shops, mail order houses and credit traders calling on customers 
for orders are not included. 


The contributing finance houses, on the other hand, send in 
figures of the value of new credit extended during the month. Down 
payments on the articles are not included. These figures form the 
basis of table 4. In so far as goods sold by the household goods shops, 
whose credit sales comprise table 2, are financed by direct agreements 
made between a finance house and the buyer, the new credit extended 
would also figure in table 4, as well as being part of the value of 
sales covered by table 2. 


Both types of contributor also return monthly totals of instalments 
outstanding to them at the end of each period. These figures are 
brought together in table 1. The estimates of debt owed direct to 
household goods shops relate to agreements entered into between 
customers and retailers. These estimates include the amounts out- 
standing on the small proportion of agreements which are sub- 
sequently discounted by finance houses. The debt outstanding on 
agreements made direct between finance houses and retail customers 
is, however, excluded from the debt owed to shops and included in 
the total of instalments owed to finance houses. This total does not 
include the amounts which have been discounted with finance houses. 
Included with finance houses are some manufacturers who finance 
credit sales of their own products. 


Sales in the Carpet Industry 


THE DAILY rate of manufacturers’ sales of carpets, rugs, mats and 
matting in November is provisionally estimated to have been 6 per 
cent. more than in November 1959. Sales in the year ending 
November 1960 are estimated to have been 8 per cent. more than in 
the previous twelve months. 

The index numbers below, which are of manufacturers’ sales by 
value, have been adjusted for the length of the working month but not 
for non-statutory holidays or other seasonal factors.

Travel 
By James T. Turbayne, General Manager, British Travel 
Association, New York. 


HE NEWS ON TRAVEL to Britain is good on two important 
T counts. First, the largest number of Americans ever to visit 

Britain explored the United Kingdom in 1960. In the first nine 
months more Americans had come to Britain than during the whole 
of the previous year. A total of 425,000 American visitors are expected 
in 1960. This will be an increase of 19 per cent. over 1959, which 
also set a record. 


The earnings from this year’s tourist trade are expected to go above 
the $200 million mark for the first time, which means that the travel 
business from the United States continues to be one of the biggest 
enterprises linking America and Britain. 

The second notable development in the British travel field this 
year speaks well for the continued increase in American travellers 
toward the annual half-million mark. The largest hotel building 
programme in thirty years is well under way in London. Almost 
6,000 rooms are in the process of construction or are being planned. 
The new 330-room Carlton ‘Towers Hotel, eighteen stories high, 
is being completed by the Hotel Corporation of America and was 
opened by the President of the Board of Trade on January 4, 1961. 
Construction has begun on the 27-storey Hilton Hotel on Park 
Lane. The hotel will have 530 rooms as well as a large auditorium 
suitable for conventions. The President, with 450 rooms, is planned 
at Russell Square by Imperial London Hotels. Already open at 
London Airport is the new Skyway with 160 rooms and an addition 
of 100 rooms is planned. About to open is another hotel near London 
Airport Hotel, the Ariel, with 190 rooms. The J. Lyons group is 
the builder. 


The latest word on the surge in hotel building in Britain was brought 

to the United States travel industry and the public as part of our 
campaign to keep Britain in the news throughout the year. Another 
special promotion, to publicize the ancestral home of General 
Robert E. Lee in Shropshire in connection with impending anni- 
versary years of the American Civil War, was carried out. The New 
York Times commented in a four-column headline: ‘Britain Lures 
Dixie Tourists’. During the first six months more than 1,400 
newspaper and magazine articles on Britain were published ‘and 
more than 900 radio and television stations made broadcasts using 
our material. Publicity and advertising brought more than 70,000 
inquiries to our offices during the first six months -a 19 per cent. 
increase over the same period last year. Our advertising appeared 
in such magazines as Holiday, The New Yorker, Atlantic, Time and 
National Geographic. We also advertised in newspapers, including 
the New York Times magazine section. 


B.T.A. participated in the British Exhibition at the New York 
Coliseum from June 10 to 26. In addition to maintaining a stand, 
we co-operated with representatives of the Scottish Council, Scottish 
Industries Exhibition, Northern Ireland Trade Development and 
the Welsh exhibit. B.T.A. arranged with Eastman Kodak Company 
for the display of a 18 ft. by 60 ft. illuminated colour transparency 
of Windsor Castle and a contingent of the Irish Guards at the Grand 
Central Railway Terminal for the period of the Exhibition.

The Guild Co-operative Newspaper Advertising Programme, 
started with the stores in 1959, has been expanded substantially in 
1960 due to the enthusiastic reception the programme has received 
from retailers. This programme, primarily designed to stimulate the 
amount of store advertising featuring Irish Linen products, has not 
only resulted in greatly increased advertising linage (and increased 
sales) but also has made store management, merchandise managers, 
buyers and sales personnel alike, far more Irish Linen-conscious. 
The increase in sales of household linens, linen handkerchiefs and 
linen apparel items can be tangibly traced to the expansion in 
advertising linage in stores all over the country. 


The participation of the Irish Linen Guild at The British 
Exhibition in New York, in June of this year, focused heavy retailer 
and consumer attention on the strides that have been made in Irish 
Linen fabric and product styling. Many, many thousands of dollars 
worth of free publicity mentions, in all communication media, were 
achieved for Irish Linen through the Guild’s participation in the 
Exhibition. Irish Linen also played a prominent part in many all-

one of the better units at the Exhibition and the trade and consumer 
attendance and interest at this exhibit were particularly encouraging. 


In the apparel market, Irish Linen has particularly enjoyed a 
come-back on the fashion scene. Improvements in finishing 
techniques for minimum-cate qualities, wider colour selection and 
new ideas in fabric styling have enabled Irish Linen to be adapted 
to a far greater range of apparel styles than has been practicable in 
previous years. This revival of interest in Irish Linen is reflected 
in the Resort and Spring, 1961, garment lines. 


For 1961 the outlook is, at this moment, good. Plans are now 
being made to further increase promotion at retail and consumer 
levels to give Irish Linen an image of promotability equal to that 
currently enjoyed by the new synthetic fibres. Specifically, »n 1961, 
the Co-operative Newspaper Advertising Programme will again be 
enlarged. In-store promotions and training of sales personne) will 
also be emphasized as meichandising tools to support and follow 
Irish Linen through the point-of-sale. Every effort will be made to 
build and improve retail relationships for Irish Linen. 


Advances in product performance and product styling, along 
with aggressive — should engender a healthy atmosphere 
for liish Linen sales in the forthcoming year.

The outlook for American imports of British wool fabrics for the 
year 1961 is more unfavourable than it has been in very many years. 
So many adverse factors affecting British wool fabric imports have

expected to absorb as large a volume of British wool fabrics as in 
previous years. ‘l‘hese factors are as follows: 


1. British wool fabrics will necessarily cost American clothing 
manufacturers more in 1961 than in 1960 as a consequence of the 
increase in the ad valorem rate of duty of all imported wool fabrics 
valued at over $2.00 per pound from the pre-quota rate of 25 per 
cent. to 38 per cent. (this excludes hand-woven and religious cloths, 
which will be assessed at the ad valorem rate of duty of 25 per cent. 
with billiard cloth assessed at 30 per cent.). These increased duty 
rates are expected to take effect on January 1, 1961. 


2. The recent increase in wages of 12 per cent. in the American 
men’s clothing industry, added to the increase in the rate of duty, 
will necessarily cause many American clothing manufacturers to 
seek out lower cost fabrics from other exporting countries in order 
to avoid increasing their price lines for the year 1961. 


3. A minor recession currently exists in the American men’s 
clothing industry which, even if other adverse factors did not exist, 
would precipitate a decline in the volume of purchases of British 
woollens for use in the American men’s clothing industry. 


‘ 4. British wool fabrics have in recent years been obliged to face 
increasing competition with the wool fabrics of certain other exporting 
countries, with the fabrics of these other countries being exported 
to the United States at materially lower prices than similar if not 
comparable British wool fabrics. In the past the superior quality of 
British wool fabrics has served to offset the lower prices of the wool 
fabrics of these other countries, but the quality of the wool fabrics 
of certain other countries has steadily improved. This fact, coupled 
with the increased disparity in price resulting from the increase in 
the ad valorem rate of duty, also serves to adversely affect the volume 
of British wool exports to the United States in the year 1961. 


5. In the light of the current recession in the wool clothing 
industry, American clothing manufacturers find themselves unable 
to sell their fabrics at higher prices than in the preceding year and as 
a consequence many of them must forego for this next year the 
— of their customary quantities of higher cost British wool 
abrics. 

6. During the quota period American clothing manufacturers 
were prepared to place orders long in advance of delivery in order to 
assure themselves that their imported wool fabrics would be delivered 
within the quota period when the 25 per cent. ad valorem rate of 
duty would apply. A material inducement was thus provided for 
placing business long in advance of delivery and earlier than 
ordinarily customarily desirable so that payment of a 45 per cent 
rate of duty applicable to post-quota deliveries could be avoided. 
With the elimination of the quota, American clothing manufacturers 
now place their orders as late as possible and when, as now, the 
industry is suffering from a recession, there is a great reluctance 
evident for placing orders for relatively high priced fabrics in large 


et with long periods elapsing between order dates and delivery 
tes, 


All of the foregoing factors occurring at about the same time 
have caused and are causing a reduction in the quantity of British 


wool fabrics that have been or will be ordered for delivery in the 
year 1961. 


It is hoped, and indeed reasonably expected, that the current 
recession in the wool clothing industry should draw to a close by 
not later than mid-1961 and that thereafter orders for delivery of 
British wool fabrics for succeeding seasons should begin to increase 
in volume. By that time, too, the American wool clothing industry 
can be expected to have rationalized its operations with respect to 
wool fabrics imports in keeping with the year-round rate of ad valorem 
duty of 38 per cent. in displacement of the quota system. 

With the end of the recession and the expected increase in demand 
for British wool fabrics, it should begin to be possible for the American 
clothing industry and clothing retailers, in turn, to increase their 
price levels to the extent required to absorb the higher cost of British 
wool fabrics.

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Trade and Financial Arrangements 
United Kingdom and Morocco 


A TRADE AGREEMENT with Morocco was signed at the Board 
of Trade on January 9, 1961. Under this agreement, Morocco will 
grant the United Kingdom in 1961 larger import quotas for whisky, 
woollen piece-goods, linoleum, domestic sewing machines, sports 
goods and other products. There is also provision for a larger fairs 
quota. 

Details of the quotas will be published in the Board of Trade 
Journal as soon as possible. 


Morocco and The Peoples’ Republic of China 


THe Text of a new trade agreement between Morocco and the 
Peoples’ Republic of China has been published in the Moroccan 
Note de Documentation of December, 1960.

THE MOROCCAN Note de Documentation of December, 1960, has 
published the text of a new trade agreement between Morocco and 
the Republic of Guinea signed in Conakry on October 21, 1960.

Iceland and Israel 


THE GOVERNMENTS of Iceland and Israel have signed a Trade 
and Payments Agreement, which will supersede that made in 
Stockholm in 1953. The new agreement will take effect for one year 
from January 1, 1961, and will subsequently remain in force for 
further periods of one year unless terminated by either party. 

Under the Agreement, each Government has agreed to grant to 
the other all import facilities of liberalized products and rights to 
utilize global quotas granted to any other nation. All payments will 
be made in free and convertible currency. 

Special provisions will be made for imports into Israel of frozen 
fish fillets and all other fish products and by-products from Iceland;

THE FRENCH Journal Officiel of December 31, 1960, published a 
revised list of goods which remain subject to quantitative restrictions 
in France and Algeria when imported from and originating in the 
member countries of the Organization for European Economic Co- 
operation and their dependent overseas territories. 

This list takes into account further liberalization and replaces that 
published in the Board of Trade Journal of October 7 (pages 851 to 
856) and October 14 (pages 930 and 931). The tariff numbers for 
goods remaining restricted are based on the new sub-headings of the 
French Customs Tariff (see Board of Trade Journal of January 6, 
1961, page 32). All goods other than those listed may be imported 


into France and Algeria free of quantitative restrictions when coming 
from O.E.E.C. countries.

Introduction of Decimal Currency 


THE SOUTH AFRICAN system of decimal currency, provided for 
under the Decimal Coinage Act, No. 61 of 1959, will enter into use 
with effect from February 14, 1961. The unit of the new currency 
is the Rand (abbreviated as R) which will be equivalent to ten 
shillings sterling and divisible into 100 cents (abbreviated as c). 

The change will not involve any appreciation or depreciation of 
South Africa’s currency. The new unit will replace the old in all its 
uses and within the same area of circulation. 

Except for the half-crown no special steps will be taken to with- 
draw existing bank-notes and silver coins which will continue to 
circulate at unchanged values.

Import Trade Control for First Half of 1961 


A GOVERNMENT of Pakistan Press Handout, E. No. 3708, dated 
December 19, 1960, announces the import policy for the shipping 
period January-June 1961. 


Import licences are proposed to be issued for the items listed in 
the Schedule below, and will be issued for cash and under Aid. 
They will be valid for all countries of the world except licences issued 
under Aid or licences on which, in accordance with any Agreement, 
the country of origin of the goods or any special account against 
which goods are to be imported is specified. 

Items marked with an asterisk will be licensed exclusively to 
industrial consumers and those marked { will be for East Pakistan 
only. The items marked f will also be licensed to commercial im- 
porters in East Pakistan. 


Established commercial importers and industrial consumers are 
not required to submit any application. 


Procedure regarding utilization of licences for drugs and medicines 
will continue to be the same as already announced. Lists ‘A’ and ‘B’ 
annexed to the Import Trade Control Schedule for July-December 
1960 (Public Notice No. 64 (60), Import dated June 24, 1960), have 
been modified and revised lists are appended (Annexure I) herewith. 
Not more than 20 per cent. of the value of a licence shall be utilized 
for import of any one or more items included in list ‘B’. Drugs and 


medicines shipped on or after January 1, 1961, will be subject to the 
revised lists. 


Lubricants were placed on automatic licensing in the last shipping 
period. Import licences for base stocks will be issued in favour of 
blending plants on behalf of the importers grouped with each blending 
plant. Licences for lubricants which are not blended locally will be 
issued directly to the importers. Blending plants as well as individual 
importers will have the facility of seeking repeat licences on utilization 
of their first licence in accordance with the procedure which is being 
notified separately. 


Items under Automatic Licensing 


It has been decided to place the following 33 items under automatic 
licensing. These items are in addition to the 29 items which are 
already being licensed on an automatic basis (listed in the Board of 
Trade Journal for July 22, 1960, page 224).

In respect of these items industrial consumers as well as commercial 
importers will be entitled to apply for another licence on production 
of the Bill of Lading duly certified by a Scheduled Bank Account 
accompanied by relevant invoices for full value of the licence. For 
items placed on automatic licensing initial licences will, generally 
speaking, issue to industrial consumers at 100 per cent. of assessed 
requirements on single shift basis. In case of commercial importers, 
initial licences for these items (excluding condensed milk) will issue 
at 100 per cent. of category except where a higher licensing factor is 
adopted for any particular item. All repeat licences will, however, 
issue at 100 per cent. of category. 


Industries shown in Annexure II will receive licences on automatic 
basis for all items of their requirements at 100 per cent. of assessed 
single shift capacity. Industries shown in Annexure III will receive 
licences at 100 per cent. of assessed single shift capacity for all items 
of their requirements but facilities of repeat licensing will not be 
available to these industries. The licensing factor for industries not 
covered by Annexures II and III will be separately announced by the 
respective licensing authority. 

The following industries which are included in Annexure II and 
will be under automatic licensing have been selected for special 
treatment to enable them to expand their export business: 


1. Sports 

2. Leather footwear. 

3. Leather manufactures. 

4. Rubber footwear. 

5. Rubber manufactures. 

6. Cutlery. 

7. Surgical instruments. 

8. Fish canned. 

9. Paints (including varnishes). 
10. Toilet requisites (cosmetics).

12. Leather tanning. 


Licences to these industries will issue after the various units falling 
within these industries have produced documentary evidence before 
the respective licensing authorities to show the extent to which they 
exported their products during the year 1959/60. Only such units 
within these industries as have export performance to their credit 
will be admitted for automatic licensing facilities and any requests from 
them for import of machinery or capital equipment for replacement, 
balancing and modernization will receive favourable consideration. 
‘The non-foreign exchange earning units within these industries will 
receive initial licences at 100 per cent. of their assessed capacity but 
will not be entitled to repeat facilities and if within the next six months 
they do not establish themselves in the export market, action will be 
taken to reduce their licensing. 

To enable industrial consumers to plan their imports on a more 
realistic basis they will be allowed to indicate the amount up to which 
they would like to import various items of their approved require- 
ments within their entitlement. Licences wiil issue to industrial 
consumers on the basis of the amounts indicated by them subject to 
any restriction which may be prescribed in respect of any particular 
item. 

Government expects that the industries to which the facility of 
automatic licensing for all items of their requirements has been 
extended will be able to achieve optimum production and bring about

reduction in the price of their products. If it is found that any 
industrial unit is not taking adequate advantage of automatic facilities 
and is not able to reduce its costs, action may be taken to curtail its 
licensing. 

Licensing to industrial consumers as well as commercial importers 
will issue after adjustment of the amounts licensed in advance for the 
shipping period January-June 1961. In respect of industrial con- 
summers, assessed requirements except where revised by the 
Assessing Authority, will be the same as adopted for licensing during 
the shipping period July-December 1960. Prior to the issue of 
licences, the Licensing Authorities may call for evidence to show that 
licences issued during 1960 have been properly utilized.

The basis of licensing for eligible newcomers will be determined 
with reference to the size of their business. Other things being equal 
newcomer applicants with exporter performance to their credit will 
receive licences at a rate higher than the one admissible to other 
eligible newcomers. The Chief Controller of Imports and Exports 
may, in his discretion, reject any application without assigning any 
reasons if he is satisfied that an applicant is not a fit and suitable 
person to be registered as an importer. 


Applications on forms prescribed for commercial importers along 
with relative documents should reach the respective licensing 
authority before January 31, 1961. No extension of this date will be 
allowed and no application received after this date will be entertained. 

Licences will issue from all licensing centres in accordance with 
the new licensing procedure as already enforced. Licence forms should 
be submitted by importers through scheduled Banks to the licensing 
offices for necessary verification and authorization. Basis of licensing 
for individual items and industries will be announced by the licensing 
offices concerned.

Import Duty on Unserviceable Parachutes 


Customs Notice S.R.O. 1560 (K), published in the Gazette of 
Pakistan, dated November 15, 1960, announced that the Central 
Government is pleased to exempt unserviceable parachutes of silk 
or of man-made fibres falling under the heading 62.05A of the First 
Schedule to the Tariff Act, 1934, from so much of the import duty 
leviable under the said Schedule as is in excess of 150 per cent. 
ad valorem. 


INDIA 


Decisions on Tariff Commission Recommendations 


THE GOVERNMENT of India’s Resolutions announcing their 

decisions on the Tariff Commission’s Reports on the continuance of 

protection to the following industries have been received. The full 

text of these Resolutions may be seen at the Export Services Branch 

(Tariff Section), Board of Trade, Room 805, Lacon House, Theobalds 

Road, London, W.C.1, (Telephone: Chancery 4411, Ext. a 
Ball Bearings (No. 18(6)-—T.R./60 dated December 8, 1960). 


Government accepted, inter alia, the recommenuation that 
the ball bearings industry should be continued for a further period of two 
years ending December 31, 1962, at the existing rates of duty. Parts of 
ball bearings and adapter ball bearings up to 2 in. bore diameter should 
also be liable to the same rate of protective duty. 

Power and Distribution Transformers (No. 11(1)-T.R./60 dated 
December 9, 1960). The Government accepted, inter alia, the recommenda- 
tion that protection granted to the Power and Distribution Transformer 
Industry should be continued at the existing rate of duty, i.e., 10 per cent. 
ad valorem for a further period of three years ending December 31, 1963, 
and the protective duty should be made applicable to Power and Distri- 
bution Transformers up to 10,000 kVA. and 132 kV. on the H.T. side 
and parts of such transformers, not otherwise specified. 

Bare Copper Conductors A.C.S.R. and A.A.C. (No. 3(1)- T.R./60 
dated December 10, 1960). The Government accepted, inter alia, the 
following recommendations. (1) Protection granted to the industry manu- 
facturing A.C.S.R. (aluminium conductors steel reinforced) and A.A.C. 
(all aluminium conductors) should be continued at the existing rate of 
duty for a further period of three years, that is, till December 31, 1963. 
(2) Protection granted to the industry manufacturing bare copper 
conducters and electrolytic copper rods need not be continued 
December 31, 1960. (3) There is no case for grant of protection to the 
industry manufacturing cadmium copper conductors, 

Aluminium (No. 3(3)-'T.R./60 dated December 10, 1960). The

Import Prohibition on Some Drums and Grapes 


Unper the New Zealand Customs Import Prohibition (Empty 
Secondhand Drums) Order, 1960, which came into force on January 
1, 1961, the importation into New Zealand of empty secondhand 
drums is prohibited, except with the consent of the Minister of 
Customs and subject to such conditions as he thinks fit to impose. 

Under the New Zealand Customs Import Prohibition (Fresh 
Grapes) Order, 1960, which came into force on December 2, 1960, 
the importation into New Zealand of fresh grapes is prohibited, 
except with the consent of the Minister of Customs. 


HAITI 
New Tax on Bills of Lading 


A pvecree of October 20, 1960, published in the Haitian Le Moniteur 
on October 31, 1960, established a new tax of U.S.$ 1.00 to be paid 
on all bills of lading covering imports into and exports from the 
Republic whether by sea or air. The tax will be levied by the Customs 
authorities on the entry or departure of all merchandise and, until 
special stamps are available, stamps for postal packets may be used 
to pay the tax. 

This Decree abrogates all laws and decrees which are contrary to it.

Tariff Board Hearing on Chemicals—Reference 120 


THE CANADIAN Tariff Board has now announced the dates of 
further public hearings to be held in connection with the inquiry 
into the tariff items covering chemicals. Notices published in the 
Board of Trade Fournal of June 10, 1960, and June 17, 1960, gave 
details of public hearings, the last of which is to begin on March 6, 
1961. The Tariff Board intends to continue to follow broadly the 
order set out in the following basic schedule, but minor modifications 
could be made and other public hearings added if developments during 
the progress of the inquiry should make it necessary.

UNITED STATES 
New Tariff on Wool Cloth 


A NOTICE was published in the Board of Trade Journal on Novem- 
ber 18, 1960 (page 1248) about the new tariff rates on most woven 
wool cloth which were to replace, from January 1, 1961, the tariff 
rates and quota arrangements previously operative for these goods. 

The President of the United States has now issued a proclamation 
establishing the new tariff rates, with effect from January 1. They 
apply to imports of woven wool cloth which fall under the provisions 
of paragraphs 1108 and 1109 (a) of the United States tariff. The new 
duties, which are shown below, are those applying to imports from 
the United Kingdom and other countries to which the United States 
grants m.f.n. tariff treatment. The higher rates charged on imports 
from certain communist countries are unchanged.

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Effect of Oil Import Quotas on American-flag 
hipping 

NOTICES were published in the Board of Trade Journal on Feb- 
ruary 5 (page 306) and February 12, 1960 (page 363) about an inquiry 
by the Director of Civil and Defense Mobilization into the effect of 
the restrictions on oil imports upon the American-flag tanker fleet.

VENEZUELA 


Registration of Debis 


DETAILS of temporary exchange controls imposed by the Venezuelan 
Government on November 8, 1960, were published in the Board of 
Trade Journal of November 18, 1960 (page 1245), and a further 
note was published in the Board of Trade Journal of December 23, 
1960 (page 1504) reminding United Kingdom creditors that 
particulars of all foreign loans, investments and obligations which 
are likely to create demands for official foreign exchange for servicing 


payments had to be registered with the Central Bank within 60 days 
of November 9. 


The period for registration of debts has now been extended by 
60 days from January 2, and all United Kingdom creditors are 
accordingly reminded urgently that they should register by that date. 
It is now thought that the regulation applies to all debts owed by 
Venezuelans to other countries and all United Kingdom creditors are 
strongly advised to register.
